WICHITA, Kan., July 12.—(UP)— 


Captain Frank Hawks, famous flyer 
who holds tranStontinental records, 
narrowly escaped death here shortly 
afternoon Friday< when, his new racing 
plane,< a special "Mystery S" trayelair, 
nosed over al Ceiilral avenue airport. 


Hawks was lesting the speed of 


the tiny plane in which lie hoped to 
fly from coast lo coast in 12 hours 
or less, and was coming in to land 
when his wheels brushed Ihc tele- 
phone wires lining one side of the 
field, according to witnesses. 


Hawks later said his motor cut out 


when about 100' feet above the ground 


The plane nosed into the ground, 


and the plane setlled into wires. 
Hawks climbed out unassisted, having 
cut off his motor when he saw the 
ship was going to crash. He suffer- 
ed severe bruises and was badly cut. 
First aid treatment was given him at 
the Travelair factory emergency sta- 
tion. 


The ship escaped .serious damage, 


fellow airmen said, although it had 
not been thoroughly examined follow- 
ing the mishap. The propeller was 
badly bent, and the motor mount | 
probably suffered some, they ' said. 
Wings and landing gear and fuselage 
seemed intact, observers said. 


Hawks' escape was considered al- 


most miraculous, as the tiny plane 
lands at a speed of nearly 90 miles 
an hour, and ordinarily would have 
turned completely over on touching 
its wheels lo the wires, flyers said.

•HAT would you do if your upper cyeteeth 


started to get longer and longer, curling out- 
ward and forward until they were a couple 
of feet long? 


You'd learn to get on with the new adorn- 


ment, of course. 
Especially if all your neighbors were be- 


coming similarly decorated and nobody poked fun at you 
for looking that way. Some o^us get used to having mighty 
queer-looking faces, or legs, or 'feet, as it is. 


Fortunately, we of the human race have not had 


to do much of that sort of thing. 
We do have some 


troubles with organs and parts of ourselves that seem 
lo have degenerated in the course of evolution, like 
our wiidorn-tfteih and our appendixes; 
but nothing 


teems to have gone on a rampage of embarrassing 
over-growth. 


But if w<: look about us at the world of animals we 


can see case after case where changes oj that kind 
seem to have taken place beyond any need (or them. 
'I here are hundreds, even thousands, of species in all 
classes of the animal kingdom that have teeth, or 
horns, or v/jngs, or feathers, or scales, or hair, that 
can't be called anything but simply overgrown. 


And yet the animals so affected get along all right, 


arid even find uses for these strangely overdeveloped 
organs. 
The elephant, to choose one of the most 


extreme cases at the outset, has had terrible trouble 
with hi* eyeteelh through all the ages. 
Now they 


are longer than his legs. 
Yet he gels along all rjghl. 


He has got past the barrier these over-grown eyeteelh 
put between himself and his food by growing h'is nose 
into an extra arm and hand. 
And the teeth thorn- 


selves he has learned how to use as helpful tools in 
grubbing up things and as formidable weapons. 


Yet there can hardly he a question but that at the 


outset the elephant didn't mally want his tusb. They 
were, in a sense, wished on him. The aboriginal 
elephant stock, the strange small animals from which 
elephants have descended, did not have big tusks. 


Somewhat overdeveloped eyeteeth would be very 


useful, as the moderate tusks of pigs still are. 
The 


trouble with the elephant's ancestor was that once tin: 
tusks got going they apparently didn't know when to 
quit, and they eventually developed into the tremend- 
ous tusks carried mastodons and mammoths.

learned to make use of his tusks. He grubs for shellfish on 
the bottom of the bay, and he can use them with telling 
effect in a fight. 
But for all that, you are left with the very 


distinct feeling that he got the things somehow and had to 
find a use for them afterwards. 


Then there is the. case of the wild hogs. There are many 


species of wild swine in the world, but they all tend to de- 
velop pronounced tusks. The ones spoiled by the European 
wild boar an: of moderate si/.c and undoubted 
usefulness. 


'I hey haven't got out of bounds. 
But the tusks of some of 


the tropical species in the Orient reach fearful and wonder- 
M lengths, 
There ij, in especial, the Babiroussa. 
In this 


species the upper tusks of the male animal are turned back 
upon themselves. 
They grow upward through the top of 


the snout, and then sweep backward in a wide curve, in 
8ome_extreme cajea reaching down again and touching the 
beaut's forehead—even growing into it.

If a big baa-baa hits you, he likes to do it 
with the middle of his forehead; all the 
surplus horn just sticks out as useless orna- 
ment. 


This notion that a lot of things that are 


conspicuously developed in the animal king- 
dom are really of no particular use to their 
possessors, but have got that way simply 
because they got started and couldn't stop, 
may seem at first somewhat heretical. Cer- 
tainly it doesn't agree particularly well with 
either the earlier notions about evolution, or with the older 
notion, beloved by the schoolmen, that everything has its 
use. 


The strictest and simplest Darwinism would demand 


that we find an explanationjor all these over-length tusks 
itnd out-size horns in their "survival value."

putest Darwinian doctrine envisaged a world where changes 
took place little by little. 
If a change was advantageous, 


it was picked out aud encouraged by natural selection; vf

Potatoes Will Be 


Given Two Grades 


Arkansas Potato Certifica- 


tion System First 


in Nation 


Beginning this season sweet pota- 


toes and sweep potato plants will bi- 
certified ns either Grado A or Oradu 
B. Grade A will consist of potatoes en- 
tirely free of disease ;mcl of plants 


produced from such potatoes. 
This 


grade corresponds to the single grade 
heretofore used. Grade B will con- 
sist of seed potatoes in which a small 
amount of disease has been found by 
the inspector, and of plants produced 
from such potatoes, and 
constitutes 


the newly, introduced feature, accord- 
ing to Paul H. Miller of the State 
Plant Board. 


The Grade B seed and slips will be 


equal to or better than the certified 
seed and slips of other states, all of 
which allow a certain tolerance for 
disease. They should also bu greatly 
superior to the ordinary uncertified 
slips;, for not only will the board re-

Many Arkansas slip growers, unable 


to qualify under the board's high stan- 
dard, but very much desiring certi- 
fication so that they might be able to 
ship their slips interstate by express, 
have previously urged the board to 
soften the requirements. Previously, 
however, the Board altho recognizing 
that the situation was not satisfac- 
tory, has taken the position that the 
buyer of certified slips is entitled to 
a product as near disease-free as pos- 
sible, and that any revision down- 
wards would be determintal to the 
purchaser's interests, and has refused 
to make any changes. The creation of 
the two classifications would seem to 
solve the problem, for persons desir- 
| ing the best quality slips can get 
them in the Grade A, while the Grade 
B slips will meet all interstate ship- 
ping requirements, thus relieving the 
shippers of a handicap. It is thought 
that most commercial slip growers in. 
Arkansas can and will qualify under 
the Grade B. classification. 


The Arkansas certification system 


was adopted about 10 years ago, be- 
ing the first system in 
the 
entire 


country, and was the system after 
which those of other states were mod- 
eled. This? is the first material change 
to be made. 


Those \vishing details of the new re- 


quirements should write the 
plant 


board. Applications 
for 
inspection 


should, be made at once. The cost is 
five dollars for 10 acres or less, plus 
twenty-five cents per acre for every 
acre over 10.
